VAUDEVILLE ARTISTS PROTEST 


AGAINST EXTRA HOLIDAY WORK 


Many “Bigtimers” in New York Raise Howl When 


Called Upon To Do More Shows on Christmas 
Day—With “Extras” Planned for New Year’s 


Day Some Cancelations Are Expected 


New York, Dec. 27—Thefe was a 


“how! let out this week by many of the 


“bigtimers” because they were called 
upon to do extra shows Christmas 
Day. The Keith management staged 
vaudeville shows at several theaters 
not ordinarily devoted to vaudeville, 
with bi.ls made up from the acts play- 
ing the New York houses. Many of 
the; rtists were not told they were to 
play these dates till Christmas Eve, 
and there was much strenuous objec- 
tion on their part, as it disrupted ar- 
rangements for seasonal celebrations 
at their homes. 

One artist, playing a New York 
house, was told that he would have to 
report two hours earlier on Christmas 
night, as he was booked to play at an- 
other theater besides his regular date. 
He replied that he would not come one 
minute before h‘s regular time, as hé 
Was go!ng to have Christmas dinner 
with his wife and kiddies and had 


planned on his regular four hours be- - 


tween shows. 

The manager started to explain that 
this was “business” and that the art- 
ist would be paid for his work. This 
caused an outburst on the player’s 
part, who informed the manager that 
while he liked money as well as the 
rest cf humanity Christmas Day 
meant more to him than money and 
he would not sacrifice the happiness 
h's children were looking forward to 
for all the money the Keith people 
had. He wound up by saying that he 
would net turn up at the theater one 
minvte before h's regular time—and 
didn’t. " 

At the Orpheum Theater, Brooklyn, 
acts were gent to the Academy of Mu- 
sic and other houses, This caused 
much rearranging of the bill and put 
Alice Lloyd, the headliner, on second. 
High prices prevatied in a!l the houses, 
and the management “cleaned up” on 
the day. Most of the artists received 
& pro rata salary for the extra turns. 

It was pointed out to a Billboard re- 
porter by a prominent vaudeartist that 
the example of Ethel Tarrymore and 
Laurette Taylor in not playing on 
Christmas might well be followed by 
others, This artist said: “When I 
got my route a couple of months ago 
and I found thet I was to play New 
York Christmes week my family and 
I were tickled to decth. Right there 
and then my wife and I started to plan 
for a real old Christmas celebration 
for ourselves and the two kiddies. We 
got a furn'shed flet for the week and 
my wife an1 I boneht a turkey and all 
the ‘fixin’s’ for dinner, and invited a 


lot of friends to eat it. We fixed the 
time so that I could come right from 
the matinee, dine and have a couple 
of hours of fun with the folks. When 
the manager told me I had to play 
another theater and, to make it, had 
to open the show, we called the dinner 
off. You can’t fight a manager alone, 
so what can you de about it? I'm 
sore, and, believe me, there’s a lot 
more like me.” 

Ruth Roye played six shows on 
Christmas Day. She was booked to 
play two houses for the week, and 
played two extra shows on the holiday. 
Many others did four shows, and it is 
expected that as the same thing is 
planned for New Year’s Day there 
will be cancelations for next week on 
the part of some artists. 


HIGH LICENSES 


Noted Theatric-1 People 
Arrive on the Adriatic 


New York, Dec, 29.—The steamship 
Adriatic brought several noted theat- 
rical people to America last night. 
Among them were Granville Barker, 
who intends to purchase the English 
rights to several American produc- 
tions; Maggie Teyte, who has left the 
London cast of “Mons‘eur Beaucaire,” 
and is to sing “Madame Butterfly” in 
Detroit tonight; Maud Allen, who is 
on her way to visit her mother in-Cali- 
fornia; Howard Lang, an English 
tenor, and Mary Marshallon, a well 
known English film star. 


Employees Get Bonus 


Detroit, Dec. 29.-—All attaches of the 
Charles H. Miles Theatrical Enter- 
prises in this city, including stage 
hands, housemen, ticket takers, box- 
office help and managers of the Re- 
gent, Orpheum and Majestic theaters, 
participated in a Christmas bonus 
check equivalent to five per cent of 
their yearly salary. Attaches in Mr. 
Miles’ service less than a year w'll get 
the five per cent. A few of the em- 
ployecs will get as high as twenty per 
cent of their salary in bonuses. The 
total distributed approximated $25,- 
000. 


Imposed Upon Certain Amusements by the City of 
Savannah, Georgia—Circus and Carnival 


Tax Conceded 


by Showmen 


To Be Prohibitive 


Savannah, Ga. Dec. 27.—The city 
fathers of Savannah evidently do not 
want any amusements in their town 
during the coming year. At least that 
is the conclusion one arrives ct after 
reading the scale of license taxes wh'ch 
goes into effect the first of the year, 
and that is the interpretation a great 
many showmen will put upon it, with 
the probable result that they w!l g.ve 
Savannah a wide berth during 1920. 

Every class of amusement is a‘Tected 
by the new License tax, not only out- 
door shows, such as circuses, carni- 
vals, etc., but theaters and other in- 
door entertainments as well. The 
heaviest burden, however, is that im- 
posed upon the circus and carnival, 
the tax upon the former being $1,000 
a day, and on carnivals $500 a woek. 


These taxes are practically prohibitive. 
The section pertaining to circuses is 
especially drastic, the $1,000 tax be- 
ing exacted for “each and every day 
of performing, loading, unloading, 
hauling or parading in the city.”’ This, 
‘t 's wenerally conceded by showmen, 
will react unfavorably for the city. 

Section 18 of the ordinance pro- 
vides that the ordinance shall be sub- 
ject to alteration, amendment ani re- 
peal, in whole or in part, at any time 
during the year 1920, should it be 
deemed advisable. The licenses for 
1920 on amusements and advertising 
are as follows:

“London, Dec. 24.—Sydney Valen- 
tine, the President of the Actors’ Asso- 
ciation, died yesterday at his home 
here. 


Sydney Valentine was born in Do- 
ver, England, in 1865 and made his 
first appearance on the stage when he 
was 17 years old with the Charles 
Dickens Repertoire Company. He 
made a trip to America in 1889 with 
Charles Wyndham, appearing in “Wild 
Oats” and “David Garrick.” He last 
played here in “Blackbirds” in 1913. 

The immediate cause of Sydney Val- 
entine’s death was an apoplectic 
stroke he suffered while presiding at 
a meeting of the Actors’ Association 
in London December 7.. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the association con- 
cluded an agreement with the English 
managers ag to the terms of a “tour- 
ing contract.”” When the terms of 
the settlement became known to the 
membership there was a storm of op- 
position to it and they demanded the 
r‘'eht to p2ss on the terms themselves.

Pauline Hall Dies 


Famous Light Opera Singer Had Been 
on Stage Forty Years 


New York, Dec. 29.—Pauline Hall, 
for years one of the most noted light 
opera si-gers on the American stage, 
died at her home in Yonkers, N. Y., to- 
day. Death was due to pneumonia. Miss 
Hall was 59 years old and had been on 
the stage for more than forty years. 


Pauline Hall was born in Cincinnati, 
O., February 26, 1860. Her family 
name was Schmidgall, but she took the 
name Hall for professional purposes. 
As a girl she was active in amateur 
dramatics, and at the age of fifteen 
she made her professional debut as a 
ballet dancer at the Robinson Opera 
House, Cincinnati, securing the position 
thru Col. Bob Miles, for many years 
manager of the Grand Opera House in 
the same city. In 1880 she was with 
the Alice Oates Opera Company, ap- 
pearing with Mary Anderson. Among 
the roles she essayed were Lady Cap- 
ulet in “Romeo and Juliet,” and Widow 
Melnotte in “The Lady of Lyons.” Dur- 
ing the eighties she appeared in many 
plays and became a great favorite. In 
1885 she appeared at the Casino, New 
York, in “Nanon,” playing the part of 
Ninon de l’Enclos. She also won great 
success at the same theater in “Amo- 
rita,” “Erminie,” “The Gypsy Baron,” 
“Nadgy” and “The Drum Major.” 


From 1892 to 1896 Miss Hall toured 
the country with her own company, ap- 
pearing in “Puritania,” “Madame Fa- 
vart,” “The Honeymooners,” “La Belle 
Helene,” “The Chimes of Normandy” 
and “Dorcas.” In 1900 she appeared in 
“Erminie” and “Cyrano de Bergerac” 
with Francis Wilson, and during 1905 
and 1906 again toured the country in 
“Dorcas.” For the past several years 
she has been living in retirement at 
Yonkers, N. Y.

There are some tender and affecting moments

coming to the writer's mental pictnte) he con- 
cealed under the composure and serenity of a 
decidedly more rugged and less wiry type than 
that which Mr, McGlynn portrays.

JOHN | GOLDEN 


Gives Advice to Sides Aspirants—Love 
of Work Essential, He Says 


“Just because I have made a few dollars in 
the theatrical game doesn’t make me any 
better nor any more important than any otier 
fellow who happens to have been less for- 
tunate,’”’ said John Golden, theatrical producer, 
in response to a request from the writer for an 
outline of his briiiiant career, 

“I don't care to speak of my successes,” he 
said after some little persuasion, “but I will 
Sladly talk about that which, from my own 
experience, I believe to be an important factor 
in the successful career of anyone. This one 
Piece of advice 1 wou.d give to aspiring boys 
and girls: Love your work or get out of it and 
go to work at something you will love. No ha- 
man being can succeed and dislike his job Even 
if you are wiat the wo.ld caiis a fair success 
and you us.i-e to sometiing higher, ask your- 
self tue quesiion, Do I reaily love this job? If 
you don’t, take my advice, throw it up and 
taxe a cuance, anid, if necessary, go hungry 
until you are wors.ng at the task that your 
heait is in, Lvur buciaess suguld be your 
hobby, Even tho a m.n be uot exactly titted to 
a work which Le loves, he becomes inspired and 
dashes in ‘where angeis fear to tread.’ Loving 
his task makes Lim work so hard at it that 
he is bound to make a fair success, notwith- 
standing some handicap of unfitness. Every 
author who brings me a play says, ‘This, Mr. 
Golden, is my wasterpiece.’ He feels that 
he has put his best into it.”’ 

Mr. Goiden was born in New York forty-five 
years ago. 

“My mother, who possessed rather an un- 
usual soprano voice, sang in choirs,” said the 
noted producer, ‘‘and I started as a boy twelve 
years old writing songs for her—we made them 
up at home, 

“I attended the public schools, taking a 
special law course,’’ he continued, “I was a 
lazy scholar, but decided that I wanted to be- 
come an architect, aud the boss told me that 
to become a real a.chitect I'd have to lay 
Aricks, and the building to which I was as- 
signed happened to be tue now Garrick Thea- 
ter in Thirty-fifth street. It was being built 
for Ned Harrigan, the then prospective owner. 
Incidentaliy, tue theory was sound, for I know 
today that a producing manager is just that 
much better equipped if he has the experience 
behind him as an author, a director and an 
actor,*because he can tell the author, actor and 
director what to do. Well, I laid bricks for 
eight months and saw Mr. Harrigan around 
occasionally and admired him very much, Of 
course, he wouldn’t talk to a bricklayer, but 
somehow I decided I'd like to be an actor, and 
it so happened that the man for whom I laid 
bricks was a son-in-law of the man who owned 
a theater at Eight street, near Broadway, 
whose name was John F. Poole. Poole’s thea- 
ter was opposite Wanamaker’s store, and I 
was engaged to play a small part. I know I 
succeeded, because I was rotten at everything 
else until I enjoyed the something I was doing. 
No human being can succeed and dislike his 
work, As an extra man and a super I earned 
much less than I did laying bricks, but I said 
*’ll stint myself’—I was making a living and 
having a good time. Later, at Niblo’s Garden, 
Prince street and Broadway, I carried a spear 
or a tray and got to know the theater. Then 
someone gave me a part in the first play that 
opened Proctor’s Theater.’’ And here Mr. 
Golden pointed with pride to a notice in The 
Evening World, dated October 12, 1892, signed 
by Allan Dale, which read: ‘John L. Golden, 
in the small part of a servant, deserves praise.”’

The floor of the stage in the 
wings was wet with dampness and 
icy draughts were everywhere.

Talks Interestingly on the Art of the 
Stage—Imagination a Great 
Asset, She Says 


Laurette Taylor was reclining on a purple 
couch in her dressing room at the Criterion 
Theater, New York, having her nails manicured, 
as Te Biiiboard representative was being ad- 
mitted. 

Miss Taylor’s characteristic hands have al- 
Ways been conspicuous for their interpretative 
gestures. Incidentally, their beauty ef contour 
is equal to those of the suini{y madonnas so 
smoothly painted by the old masters. In the 
opening act of the new play, “One Night in 
Rome,’’ as a fortune teller and crystal gazer, 
she rung these ex>vessive hands over the heads 
of her professional visitors and later spreads 
thelr shapely fingers over the crystul globe as 
if luring its magic secrets to the surface, 

Tuus Laurette Taylor’s beautifal hands are 
in full evidence, but only for the proportionate 
acmi.ation which they just!y deserve, for her 
art and personality claim euouch glory on their 
own account, and ‘‘One N'ght in Rome” affords 
Miss Taylor one of the finest aciievements of 
her acting career. Ag ‘“‘L’Enigme’’ she has 
given to the stage a fascinating portrayal of 
the versatile Italian woman. 

“I have been on the stage fourteen years,” 
replied iiss Taylor to the interrogative. “My 
first New York success was in ‘Jimm‘e Valen- 
tine.’ I love the stage and recall during my 
early experience that I discussed the art of 
W-.4 ¢....2 [r-Zessicnals. I gave ccrice 
and analyzed my own work, but iteday I just 
act and don't talk about It at all. I presume

If you can imagine that 
you cre a queen,”’ continued Miss Taylor, “‘you 
will sit like a queen, and if you can fa.ly 
fix.g.se yourself a poor gizl, you will sit or 
walk and talk like a poor girl. 

“Children go on the stage and act much bet- 
ter than grown-ups. It is because they have 
such Ceovelo-cl imaginations that even when 
they play house or horse or dolls, or wiatever, 
ihey seem nutur.l. Of course, it’s necessary 
to be taught just where you must sit, cross 
a. Lut ycu perform these acts ac- 
cording to your imagination of the character, 
6a7, 23 2 quecn oF as a poor g:rl, If you are 
very timid you can’t speak in whispe:s, but 
you must simulate the whisper or tue audi- 
ence couldn't Lear you. One just acts, that’s 
all, I take sincing lessons because it gives 
ene breath control and enlarges one’s speaking 
voice. Even tho a dramatic artist never ex- 
pects to sing, I advise singing lessons. I am 
opposed to dzamatie schools, because the best 
actresses are not from dramatic schocis. Tuey 
make actors stiff and conventional. In ri-- 
tures or pa: tom:me I think one shou'd be vo-7 
beact:Z21 to succeed without the music of the 
spoken voice. People tire cf beaut: 2l womea 
who re ef succesd as actresses. They are ad- 
vertised as beauties and the public go to see 
them as such, 

“Personal.y, I always considered Maxine Elli- 
ott a good actress, altho she has been more 
celebrated as a beauty. 

“J believe that ap actress, to keep before 
the public during her prime and after and to 
meet the competition of youth and beauty, must 
impreve artistically with each succeeding year. 

“The old idea that talent is a genius for 
taking infnite patzns is my mv‘t. 1 stud‘ed 
Italian for a year before appearing in my 
Present rote. If I played straig:t parts richt 
‘along people would say some day, ‘On, Laurette 
Taylor! I con’t care to see her; I saw her 
when she was a girl and I want to remem or 
her as she was then.” So I endeaver to im- 
prove in a character role and present something 
aiWorent ench year. 

“There are plenty of remarkable women at 
fifty and fifty-five and even older. ‘The e‘der 
@c. Boucicault used to say that there were 
just three rules for an actress to observe 
strictly, namely, first, keep your figure, end, 
keep your figure; third, keep your figure, and, 
agein, if you aspired to reach any height at 
all, since ‘art is long and time is fleeting,’ 
keep your fignre. 

“I don’t think.” continued the heroine of 
“One Nicht in Rome,”® “that an actress has 
any right to carry around three or four ch'ns 
and six stomachs at the prices charged now for 
tickets. When I find myself five or sfx pounds 
overweight I don’t allow myself to zo on in- 
creasing, but proceed immediately to take it 
off by eating a chop and salad or fish—I don’t 
believe in medicines. Cut ont the fords which 
make you fat. Of conse, ore @oeen’t enloy 
it so much, but then it’s easy to forget it.”’

He opens his act by warbling a chapter of auto- 
biography. It is time someone tok the vaudevillian that the audience doesn’t 
give a hoot what they are going to do. They are only interested in the doing 
of it. The effort spent in writing this drivel might be better used in making 
a new song real merit. George Macfarlane has a good voice, knows how to 
sing, and the audience liked him, It is true he might have worn a better 
fitting suit, that goes for his accompanist, too, but his voice is the thing and 
counteracted his poor appearance. Fourteen minutes. 

Leon Errol, in his second week, was just as funny as ever. On before 
intermission he was the hit of the first half of the bill. There are few who 
can do a drunk like him, and the only flaw in his characterization was when 
he stepped out of the picture to greet Al Jolson, who was sitting in the audi- 
ence. As one of our best producers Leon Errol should know better than this. 
Sixteen minutes. 

“Topics of the Day” next proved three minutes of merriment, packing 
more lauths in the time than most headliners. 

Sheila Terry, with Harry Peterson and Gattison Jones, in “Three’s a 
Crowd,” opened after intermission. William B. Friedlander produced the 
act and gave it a handsome setting. The only trouble with the offering is 
that it isn’t there. Outside of some dancing on the part of one of the boys 
the act is mediocrity itself, It is slow as a canal boat, with too much dreary 
singing and too little to interest. Twenty-four minutes. 

Grock came next. Everybody wants to know just what it is that Grock 
does. It is well to say right here that his act is a mighty hard thing to pic- 
ture in type. It is like trying to describe Joe Jackson’s act. Not that the two 
acts are at all similar—they are as different as two acts can be—but much of 
both acts is indescribable. Grock enters in the monstrous suit of. the clown, 
but not in white face. He plays a very small fiddle, he plays the piano and the 
concertina, and plays all well. He also yode!s. He mace the and‘ence laugh 
and was a big hit. Trying to describe his act is like making a blind man pic- 
ture a lovely sunset from a description. It can’t be done. The nearest this 
reviewer can come to it is calling Grock a sort of French Joe Cook. That is 
only an approximation, but it will have to do. An act well worth seeing and 
the hit of the bill. Twenty-five minutes. 

Joe Browning followed Grock. Why, nobody could guess. As was to be 
expected, they started to walk out on him, but this soon ceased, and, after a 
few words, Browning held them to the finish. His manner of delivery is at 
times uncannily like Jim Thornton’s, and his material is all good. The Thorn- 
tonian trick of stressing a series of words by a vocal crescendo is worked to 
perfection by Browning and brings him many a laugh. He made good in a 
terribly hard spot. Fifteen minutes. 

Page, Hack and Mack closed the show. Only a few walked out on them, 
and the finish trick was applauded, as usual. This is a most unusual tribute 
toa sight act closing the Palace bill, but they deserved it and more—GORDON 
WHYTE.

(I have received the following letter from a man whose word I can vouch for and a man who can 
be trusted, and for the benefit of American Actors I am printing the letter in full below. H. M.) 


Melbourne, Victoria, Australia, 6th November, 1919. 
Dear Harry Mountford: 


To save you the bother of turning to the end of this letter to find out who your correspondent is, I will introduce myself. I 


The theatrical upheaval in England, France and America has created a great amount of interest out here, as we ourselves have 
been endeavoring to better conditions for the performer by precisely the method, i. e., organization, and our efforts have been met 
with the usual manugerial opposition. 

The Australian Theatrical Industry is controlied by a small body of (Managers, who have formed an Association amongsthem- 
selves—for your guidance, J. C. Williamson. D.rectors: Geo. Talliss, Clyde Meynell ard Hugh J. Wart. 

This firm controis the Premier Theatres, and plays all the first-class plays, Musical Comedies, Revues and Pantomimes, mostly 
obtained from England and America. Ther theatres are in SYDNDY: Her Majesty's Theatre, Musical Oomedy, etc.; Theatre 
Royal, Dramas, etc.; Criterion Theatre, Comedies. 

MELBOURNE: Her Majesty's. 
Theat e Royal. 
BRISBANE: Her Majesty's. 

NEW ZEALAND: Theatres in Auckland, Wellington, Christchurch and Dunedin. 

J. & N. TAIT control the Theatre Palace, Sydney, and King’s, Melbourne. Their policy is Plays, Pantomimes and Concerts, 

HUGH D. McINTOSH controls two Theatres ONLY. Notwithstanding reports to the contrary, his two theatres are: 

Tivoli, Sydney. T voli, Melbourne, 

His policy, which was once Vaudeville, is now Musical Comedy and Revue. When he engages Vaudeville Artists he incorporates 
them into his Revues, and then sub-lets them to

They control theatres in nearly every City and employ by far the greater number of 

There are also minor firms playing stock and sMa‘l-t'me Vaudeville and one-night stands and Wirth Brothers—The Circus—with two 
permanent buildings, one in Melbourne and one in Sydney, but for the greater part of the year they are under canvas and on the road, 

The Australian Actor and Vaudeville Performers you may be informed are better treated than in any other part of the word. 
Admitting that general conditions here are better, they are not so good that they do not need great improvement. The performer 
out here is absolutely at the mercy of the Managerial Monopolists. The Management, at their pleasure, cancel, postpone, suspend ¢on- 
tracts and pick them up when they think fit. 

To give you an idea of how the Managerial combine works: 

®hould an Actor or Actress approach a Manager about a future engagement, the Manager rings up the Firm the performer {s ap- 
pearing with, or last appeared with, and the following is a slight idea of the conversation that takes place: 

“a and so says he is disengaged. Is that so?’’ 

“Yes,” 

“Do you want him?” 

“Not for three or four months.” 

That is the end; the poor Actor is kept out of work until the Manager requires his services. 

This has taken place dozens of times, as the Managers have a® arrangement not to approach or do business with any Artists 
—— of —, ome or —_ under engagement. P 

uring the Universal Influenza Epidemic the poverty among the theatrical profession was terrible, especially among Chorus 
and Ballet, who are vastly underpaid, their salary being £2:10:0 (about $12.50 in normal times). rs ans 

I attended with a deputation on the Premier to ask for assi tance for the poor of the profession, and found, whilst the Managers, 
the Musicians and the Stage Emp‘oyees had organizauons representing them, the Actor bad none, I was there as an individual, aud 
could only be heard as an individual. 

The need for organization was appatent, I called a meeting of a few leading members of the fession, and we formed 
Actors’ Federation, and a resolution was passed that the necessary legal steps be taken to form the peotenmne in ab bemane yo 
a Union and apply for registration under the Federal ‘Conciliation and Aibitration Act of Austratia. 

Conditions differ out here to Great Britain and America. Tle Government bas created machinery to deal with disputes between 
emp*oyer and employees. An Act has been brought into existence tv se.tle disputes by Arbitration, but in order to obtain the benefits 
of the Act, Registration as a Union must fist be obtained. We applied for registration. Immediately strong Managerial op posi- 
tion was brought to bear. Objections were lodged. King’s Counsel were engaged, and every leg 1 aid was brought to bear to defeat 
cur object at great expense to the Managements. The usual Managerial weapons were used; these yon are well acquainted with, so 
ro need to quote them. However, we continued our efforts, and Our Federation became six hundred strong out of a possible 1,200, 
and they are still joining. The G:eat Australian Stars joining with the most humb:e member of onr Art. Notwithstand!ng our 
fghit has been on over s'x months, there have been only ten resignations, and these from peonle intimately connected with the 
Managements in an Official capacity. We lost our first registration on a technicality, the judge, in refusing application, saying: ‘‘He 
h-ped the members would not be discou-aged, but would amend their rules and apply again.’’ The judge having pointed the way, we 
Cid so, and at time of writing we are awa'ting the decision. This time we cannot fail, as our rules and constitutionscomply in every 
— with the requ'rements of the Act. . we 

must say that I have used you~ propyganda freely. It has been of vast assistance, and being bu neophyte type 
of business, I should have been lest without it. a ob ™ inn aes 

Tlease convey the Actors’ Federation of Aastralasia sincere an artfelt wishes for your success assure them 
though but a humble section of the theatrical inJusiry, will help and assist by every means in our power.

The organization of an unlimited number of members, employed, or usually employed, as Actors, Vanderille Artists and public 
enter ainers, Actresses, Singers, Dancers in or in connection with tle industry of entertaining the public, together with such persons, 
whether employed in the industry or not, who have been elected oflicers of the Federation and admitted as Members thereof. 

OBJECTS—To protect and safeguard t.e st.tus and fuicrests <f the members. 

We are asking for a minimum wage, payment for rehearsals, and six nightly performances to constitute a week, additional per- 
formances to be paid for pro rata, 1. e., one-sixth. 

This rambling statement will give you a slight idea of the state of affairs out here, our aims and objects. 

If you have time, a message from you would be gratefully accepted, and would help us considerably in our efforta 

Piease inform Mr. Gillmore, and advise all performers who are thinking of coming out here, to be careful when signing contracts. 
Conditions are very bad. Food, clothing, hotels and taxation are very high, and, owing to the present industrial umrest, contracts 
are very insecure. In all contracts used by the Management's out here there are 26 distinct clauses for cancelation. Here is one: 

“In the event of the destruction or part'al destruction by F re, Tempest, Earthquake (in New Zealand very frequent if onty minor 
quakes) or Accident, or EVENT OF ANY KIND, or if any serious injury to any theatre or theatres, or other place or places of public 
entertainment owned, leased, occupied by — or their nominees, in which the Artists may be playing, or in which it is 
intended that the said Art'sts shall play, or in the event of any-such theatre or place being closed by order of any public body, or 
authority, or in the event of any strike (they are very frequent) or any industrial trouble, or outbreak of an epidemic, pestilence, 
war, civil disturbance, riot or other happen'rg, which in the opinicn of the Management may render it necessary or expedient to 
close one or more of the sajd theatres, or places, or to suspend, portrone, abandon the tour in which the sald Artist is engaged, the 
Management may te-minate this agreement, or may suspend same, and during such suspension the sald Artist shall have no claim 
or rights agzinst the Manzgement under this agreement. 

And any Contract signed in Amer'ca beccmes nvll and vold wien reaching Australian waters. This fact is not generally known, 
but exists, and could be used if so des‘red, and 12,000 miles is a Le'l of a swim, 

Many an Artist who his come over here has suffered through another clause, i, e., 

All time lost when trave‘ing, not to be pa‘d for. 

I refer you to Jarvis (Friars’ Club), of Jarvis and Dare, re this: Should an Act fail, it ie cheaper for the Management to 
travel them by boat than Tl: y, and ray them. 

Ben and J. Fuller’s Contracts contain a Clause, wherein you must play Minstrel first part (Blackface), play specialty. Then 
play parts in a revue, and, if necessary, appear before the Film Camera, or in Drama, Pantomime or Revue. Train the Ballet and 
Chorus, if so desired. . 

The Management says this is to cover only the portion verbally agreed upon, but in many cases the verbal arrangement is en- 
tirely dispensed with, and Acts have been made to do several p rt.ons of the Contract. 

if an Act should remain in the countiy theve is a six months’ barring Clause before they can appear. They are also liable toea 
renalty of twenty-five doliars for every day they remain after hiving been notified to leave by a certain baat, and in addition the 
Management may c!a'm five hundred pounds by way of damages. 

The Dramatic performer has to su» ly all mode’n wardrobe, and, as a rule, are handed the photographs of the London or New 
York productions and told that they must dress like that. As the average run of a successful play out here is five weeks, the cost 
of supplying Wardrobe is considerable, and sa‘aries ave not high, ranging for the average important part forty dollars to one hun- 
Cred and thirty for a star lead; four hundred dollars f>- a star performer being considered ron Ba Outside of Lauder and 
one or two important vaudeville Turns and Pantom'me specialties the five hundred dollar mark has been seldom reached. 

The taxation is heavy, for in addition to the Federal Tax there is a State Tax to pay; this is deducted before leaving the State, 
and should it not be prid you are lable for a heavy penalty. 

To prevent mistakes, the Actors’ Federation of Australasia has nothing in common with the Actors’ Association. This body is 
purely a Managerial Concern, financially backed and supported by M nagerial money, and looked upon with suspicion by the pe-- 
formers. A type of Louis Mann Association, composed of only a few, and then only the Dramatic Section. The President is Walter 
Bently, whose communications shorld be carefully considered. It is an old organization, originally founded by Managerial inflvence, 
who are now endeavoring to nse it against onr body—so for without success. They quote a membership of less than®200, of which 
seventy per cent are ynfinancial, and will remain so, as they hive joined onr body. They bave accepted an “‘Equity’’ (7?) Contract, 
which is purely a domestic agreement, which can at any time be repudiated by the Managers, and has been several times. That is 
one of the reasons we are seeking registration, ag a Union under the Federal Arbitration Act, as an agreement made under this 
Act becomes fixed and binding on both parties and cannot be renudinted.,

minutes of your valuable time. 

A closing paragraph. We have notified all our Members who may be coming to your Country thit they must join your organi- 
zation on arrival, and on no account to accept engagements except when the conditions are approved of by the four As,

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LOOKING BACK and LOOKING FORWARD 
1919 1920 


By an arbitrary convention, the World has agreed that there should be a certain space of 
time, known as a year. That that year shall end at Midnight of December 31st, and that the’ 
New Year should commence immediately after. But there is no more real difference between 
January Ist, and December 31st, than any other Thursday or Friday, but we have agreed 
amongst ourselves, for convenience in reckoning, that we shall regard December the 31st as 
the end of one period of our life, and January the Ist as the opening of another. 

It is usual, round about that time, for one to take financial, mental and spiritual stock of 
one’s seli—to regret the mistakes of the past, and to make up our minds to avoid those mis- 
takes and do better in the future. 


Let us, this New Year’s time, look back on the year 1919 and its happenings as it more 
specially refers to our own vaudeville profession. 


Kirst, as to the deaths. The N. V. A. is dead. Its own Parents admit it. Its forced 
growth, as with all plants, has resulted in an early withering. It was conceived in fraud, 
it was born in iniquity, it lived by force and it has died unlamented and dishonored. 

In Mr. Albee’s last two communications he tacitly admits the death of this fungus, and 
to his credit be it said he expresses no regret. 


THE N. V. A. IS DEAD. IT REQUIRES NO EPITAPH, IT REQUIRES NO 
EULOGY. THE BEST THING TO DO WITH IT IS TO COVER ITS PUTRIFY- 
ING BODY WITH QUICKLIME AND FORGET ABOUT IT. 


Second: As to important happenings. The open hearings of the Federal Investigation 
into the V. M. P. A. and others have come toan end. The Counsels for the Federal Trade 
Commission have filed their Brief, and now await whatever reply the Counsel for the V. 
M. P. A. et al, can make. This has been going on for more than two years, the prelim- 
inary investigation commencing in December, 1917. And thus another step in the fight for 
the liberty and freedom of the actor has been accomplished. 

Third: The Birth. This Organization has been reborn. Since January, 1919, members 
have been flocking in daily. The Organization was weak, very weak, in fact. a little baby 
January Ist, 1919, but with the assistance of my very good supporters, with the publicity 
given us by The Billboard, to which I here publicly extend mine and the Organization’s sin- 
cerest thanks, and through the removal of the fear of blacklist by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, the baby has left the cradle, it has ceased to crawl, IT HAS GIVEN UP MILK 
AND CRIES ALOUD FOR RAW MEAT AND IS NOW A HEALTHY, VIGOROUS 
MAN, PROMISING SOON TO BECOME A GIANT, IRRESISTIBLE, INVINCIBLE 
AND UNAFRAID. 


I knew it would happen. During the long, dreary years of 1917 and 18 my faith in the 
actor never faltered. I knew that it was a mere question of time. I knew that deep down in 
the actor’s heart, though at the time he was afraid to show it, he believed and trusted in 
President FitzPatrick and myself. That faith has not been betrayed. That faith has triumphed. 

Now that the actor and actors know that they can belong to any Organization they 
like, they are coming back in ever increasing numbers to their home, to their own, to them- 
selves. 


And what is more I can feel that right through the profession it only wants one little 
push, one little shock to send thousands in at once. 


AND SO I FOR ONE LOOK RORWARD TO THE YEAR 1920 WITH UN- 
ABATED HOPE AND EXTREME CONFIDENCE. 


Next week I shall make a statement cf great importance with regard to this Organi- 
zation. I shall lay before the actors, those who are not members, certain facts of which they 
are probably not aware at the present moment, and shall in all probability announce a se- 
ries of Open Meetings, when the actors and the public may see and hear for themselves 
that we are still alive, very much alive, AND HEAR WHAT WE HAVE DONE AND 
WHAT WE INTEND TO DO. 


Fourth: Business. Never before in the history of the theatrical and vaudeville busi- 
ness have the monetary returns been so great to the managets and never before have the 
theatres been so packed. I hope that continues. I would like to see during the forthcom- 
ing year every theatre packed twice a day at good prices, provided that the actor, who 
makes this money, receives a little share of the enormously increased profits. 

“Gentlemen,” and I am now addressing the Vaudeville Managers, “don’t kill the goose 
that lays the golden egg,” or if you prefer it in Biblical language, “Thou shalt not muzzle 
the ox that treadeth out the corn.” 

The Ox is a patient animal, but many a cruel farmer has been gored by an Ox, and 
when all the Oxen get together no farmer has any chance. Now the Oxen are getting to- 
gether quicker and faster than you have the slightest idea of. 

Don’t disgrace the year 1920 by making the Oxen gore you, for that means loss of corn, 
loss of time and a heavy expense in binding up the wounds. 

THE YEAR 1920 IS HERE. 

Can we not, managers and actors, each acting through our own Organization, make 
it the most memorable year that the Vaudeville Profession has ever seen? 


That is my New Year’s wish, THAT IS MY NEW YEAR'S PRAYER.

Under the Peace Treaty an International La- 
bor conference has just Deen held in Washington 
and has adopted certain conventions and recom- 
mendations which are to be submitted to all 
the Governments of the World which are signa- 
tories to the Peace Treaty.

CIVIC MUSIC ASSOCIATION 
TO AID MUSICAL TALENT 


Chicago Organization Makes First Move Toward 
Americanization of Orchestras Frederick Stock 
To Direct Training of Students —Commu- 
nity Singing To Be Featured 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—In its broad work of 
furthering the study of music in Chicago and 
aiding musical talent The Civic Music Asso- 
ciation proposes to arganize an orchestra for 
the training of students, under the direction 
of Frederick Stock. This organization will be 
known as the Civic Music Students’ Orchestra. 

Herbert E. Hyde, superintendent of the Civic 
Music Association, has called attention to the 
facc that heretofore facilities have been lack- 
ing whereby American musicians could acquire 
symphonic orchestra routine and experience. 
Consequently, he points out, our orchestras are 
made up largely of foreigners who have had 
such opportunities extended to them in their 
native countries. 

The students in the new orchestra will be 
paid a nominal fee for rehearsals, which will 
be held in Orchestra Hall, the management 
having agreed to co-operate with the Civic 
Music Association in the undertaking. Mr. 
Stock will supervise the new orchestra without 
pay. Four rehearsals will be held weekly. 
When ready for public appearances the or- 
chestra will give concerts in the field houses 
of the park system, as well as other civie cen- 
ters. Male or female students are eligible to 
membership in the orchestra. Examinations 
will be by appointment. 


It is the purpose of the Civic Music Associa- 
tion to develop orchestral strength to a point 
where various sections of the city not now 
reached by the work ef the Symphony Or- 
chestra will be able to share in the benefits. 
In this aim the association has the cordial 
sympathy of the Symphony management. It 
is also hoped to build the institution up until 
the burden will not all rest on the shoulders 
of the Symphony people to provide all of the 
entertainment now expected of that notable 
body. Application blanks for the student or- 
chestra can be had at the office of Superin- 
tendent Herbert E, Hyde, 607 Fine Arts Build- 
ing. 

Work of the Civic Music Association is va- 
ried and far-reaching. One of its purposes 
is to extend musical culture into the remote 
fields of the city, and to provide means where- 
by gifted students may have an opportunity 
to advance in their studies. Community

Cecil Burleigh {s a native of Wyoming, New 
York, but obtained his principal musical educa- 
tion in Germany, where be studied violin under 
Witek and Max Grunberg, and harmony and 
counterpoint with Leichtentritt. He returned 
to the United States in 1905 and from then until 
1907 he studied the violin with Sauret and 
Hugo Heermann. The period of 1907 to 1909 
was spent in concert tours thruont the States 
and Canada, and at the close of this tour he 
acceptel the directership of violin department of 
the Western Institute of Music and Dramatre 
Art in Denver. Then followed his appoint- 
ment a# head of the violin and theoretical de- 
partments at Morningside College, Sioux City,.

REVIEW 


Into the interior of a Colonial mansion, pro- 
grammed as “The Brown Art Gallery,” came 
an ensemble of attractive show girls and 
ponies, costumed like big money and good 
taste. 

Two panel openings in rear of stage held 
living inserts of Cliff Bragdon and Scottie 
Friedell, a Colonial ‘‘bum” type of comics, 
somewhat cleaner in makeup than the usual 
run of burlesque ‘‘bums.”’ 

Ede Mae, a well-developed woman of the re- 
fined kind, appeared in a really beautiful 
Colonial dress, apexed by one of the most ad- 
mirable countenances that we have seen in 
burlesque. Miss Mae’s personality is natural 
and unaffected, which in itself makes her a 
very valuable asset to the presentation. She 
supplements these virtnes with an excellent 
singing voice and the ability to act, and 
makes up for some ef the shortcomings of the 
attraction. In her opening number, ‘‘Rain- 
bow,’’ accompanied by Nat Moran, who does 
the straight, Miss Mae was ably supported by 
the choristers ag Colonial boys and girls, all 
of which made an attractive stage picture. 

Loretta Ahearn, a slender, dark-haired, 
peppery soubret, appeared a little weak on 
vocalism, but was there with the speed that 
captures patrons of burlesque. 

Norma Barry, as the hard-of-hearing wife 
of a Frenchman, delivered her lines in an able 
manner, and in the second part stood out in 
fine form physically and vocalistically while 
singing ‘“‘Wild Women” to recalls, 

Harold Carr, as an excitable Frenchman, 
Was in and out of scenes frequently, and aided 
the comics considerably. 

The comics first appeared in Colonial attire, 
then switched to moderate ‘‘bum”’ attire, and got 
all the comedy possible with “‘the magic book 
that grants your wish in copping wild women 
by hypnotism.’’ Then came the ‘“acting’’ bit, 
followed by Miss Barry singing ‘‘Dixie,’’ ac- 
companied by the masculine principals as a 
quartet. 

An introduction session, with the girls as 
representatives of theatricals, brought them 
to the front as varieties, musical comedy, mo- 
tion pictures, vaudeville, opera, burlesque and 
drama, which enabled the girls to display some 
stunning costumes and the delivery of indi-

vidual lines, which they handled well to the 
accompaniment of repartee from the comics, 
which made for much laughter and applause.

A park drop, with the comics seated on 
benches, apparently dreaming, gave way to 
the interior ef cigaretland, with Miss Mae as

He comes to this definite decision: Song 
Shu.as, cdiwridls und camoufluge to the con. 
trory, there is no road, royal or otherwise, 
into the ranks of successful popular song writ- 
ers. Dozens of complaints are appecring in 
writers’ magazines and other publications, 
which are significant of the thousands of dis- 
appointed writers and composers. And worse— 
the idea seems prevalent that, regardless of 
the quality of his work, there is no chancé 
of the unknown and unheralded song writer's 
work being accepted. A feeling has grown out 
of this condition that there is a ring of popu- 
lar song compusers who domiaate the publish- 
ers, forcing them often to accept medciocre 
work because of the composer’s reputation and 
past advertising. With apparently no other 
idea than bucking this “ring’’, societies have 
been and are being formed which the less for- 
tunate writers are joining. 

This seems rather hard on the publishers, to 
say nothing of the injustice this attitude heaps 
upon the professional composer’s shoulders. I 
believe, however, that most of us will agree 
that whenever Irviny Berlin, Kencis & Proct- 
man, McCarthy @ Fischer or the old reliable 
Chaites K. writes a song it kas decidedly the 
*“*hit’’ element or it goes into cblivion even as 
Algerncn Ie2boZy’s masterpiece is returned to 
him at Podunk, 

There is where the new writer fails; his 
compositions invariably lack the “hit” ele- 
ment onl very few songs which possess tifls 
quality fivver. 

What is the ‘“‘hit’’ element? It’s simply

by amputation. This “‘hit’’ lyric writer said 
all this in four words, That's effective Eng- 
lisb! 

The title, too, is an important factor in the 
making of a song hit and ofttimes it is the 
very life of the song. Music dealers remark 
that “Everybody Wants a Key to My Cellar’ 
almost invariably brings a laugh and a sale 
when the music buyers’ eyes scan the title- 
page. When a title can be used that can be 
associated with national ideas, or movements, 
even tho the text of the gong may have to 
do with an entirely foreign subject, there is 
an added chance for popularity. 

But even if you have produced a hit; if you 
have an excellent title, a good lyric abound- 
ing in pure rhymes and rhythm, written in 
clean cut, effective English, and a melody 
which, conveying the idea of the lyrics, is io 
style with current hits, with perhaps an orig- 
inal twist that will excite interest, there is 
still the problem of marketing. 

To get your product before all the publish 
ers in the shortest space of time is the probd- 
lem—to get it before the publishers who are 
really interested. The advice of most experi- 
enced freelancere is: ‘“Try them all, one at a 
time." To that I believe 1 would add: “Try 
the bigger ones first." There are a sumber 
of reasons why I would try the big publishers 
first. Most of the larger companies seem to 
following out the program of pubiivhing a 
lee number of songs rather than concentrat- 
ing upon one or two numbers, as the smaller 
firms are almost always forced to do. Hence, 
the lirger concerns will naturally have a 
greater demand for your song and you stand 
an added chence of landing. Then, too, if your 
nomber is accepted the jarger publisher has 
control of more avenues for popularization, ani 
your success as a writer, in the event your 
song is accepted, will be greatly increased. 

The type of song always affects the market- 
ing conditions somewhat, but ere, as before, 
the larger publisher desires a greater variety 
of numbers in his catalog and is. therefore, the 
beet market. There are companies who, altho 
they publish what is termed popular music, 
demand jost a little better product than many 
Popular songs contain, and a “‘low-brow’’ num- 
ber will receive a cool reception. On the other 
band many publishers are returning songs to 
composers simply because they are too good 
for the popular market. 

There ig more money in succeseful popular 
# og writing than in moet lines of Nterary er- 
feavor, and it is only natural that competition 
should be keener, and that the young writer

should ind it harder to “‘break in.” Fiction 
writing does not pay as well as successful 
popular song writing, and yet many of our best 
writers worked for years before they broke 
into print. Almost without exception these 
writers admit that in these lean years they 
reeeived their schooling for successful author 
sbip. 


So, Mr. Song Writer, just keep your chin up: 
Realize that the song publisher is an American 
business man, and when you reach the stage 
where you can deliver ‘‘hit’’ material you'll 
find him welcoming you with an open pocket- 
book and a plugging machine that will put 
your songs before the world for ‘‘keeps.” Then 
the great American public will be whistling 
and singing your compositions because you 
shall have learned to give them what they 
want.

Is the Greatest of 


All Socializers 


last spring while visiting New York City we 
read a number of articles, all having to do with 
the work of Charles D. Isaacson, who has been 
doing a wonderful work in that vicinity. He 
has been taking music into the mills and fac- 
tories. Forbes’ Magazine recently said: ‘‘In- 
vestigation has convinced us that music can in- 
crease the output and the profitstof any business 
organization. 

“after an analysis of the work done by Mr. 
Isaacson, who can be described as a practical 
idealist, we are delighted to become the mouth- 
plece of this new idea in business. In its con- 
nection with welfare work, in its modernistic 
way of persuading and inducing better indus- 
trial relations; in the almost paradoxical man- 
ner in which bigger production is ailied to art 
appreciation, we see a deathblow to Bolshevism 
and other ruinous ‘isms.’ We are convinced 
that Mr. Isaacson’s plan of bringing music into 
business is practical and profitable to employ- 
ers and employees-alike. 

“Mr. Isaacson has been termed the ‘Democrat 
of aristocratic music.’ In New York City he has 
conducted free concerts for the people—giving 
in less than three years over seven hundred con- 
certs. His following is over five hundred thou- 
sand people of all sorts, who meet him in 
churches, schools, Y. M. C. As., Y. M. H. As., 
camps, hospitals, clubs, factories, stores, com- 
munity centers, insane asylums, prisons, etc. 
He has the support of leaders in all walks of 
life, and has had the co-operation of the best 
musicians.’’ 

In one of the articles contributed by Charles 
D. Isaacson to Forbes’@Magazine, he said: 

“**Music a business impetus? Ridiculous!’ 
says the business man. ‘The two have no rela- 
tion to each other. To be sure, it is the bus- 
iness man who supports the opera and the con- 
cert hall and makes possible a profitable admin- 
istration of art. But music to help make bus- 
iness better—that is an impossible affair.’ 

“Yet I am going to prove to you that music 
will make more sales grow in any line, be it 
toilet goods or nails; that music will help make 
a larger output in the factory for the same over 
head, and do things which the efficiency en- 
gineer could not believe possible. Moreover, I 
will talk very iittle of theory and very much of 
facts. 

“TI will give you the story of what music has 
done, for example, at Marshall Field’s in Chi- 
cago; Royal Typewriter Oo., Hartford; Op- 
penheim, Collins, New York; Capewell Nail Co., 
Hartford; International Harvester Co., Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Co., RB. Hoe Printing 
Press Oo., New York; City of Baltimore, Col- 
gate & Co., Jersey City; John Wanamaker, 
New York; L, Candee & Co., New Haven, ete. 
After telling you what others are doing, and 
why, and with what results, on behalf of 
‘Forbes’ I am going to attempt to siiow you 
how you can take advantage of music’s potency 
in increasing production. 

“The other day there was another concert at 
the factory of R. Hoe & Co. The sounds are 
fresh in my memory; I can see the picture very 
clearly; I can hear the applause and the com- 
ments. Printing presses are made at this plant. 
The p'ce is located down on the East Side of 
New York City. There are various building 
units comprising the institution. There are 
hundreds of employees—ordinary men, yet a8 
human and godlike as any: grimy, inky, seem- 
‘Angly as black as the metal machines piled 
about the huge loft. It is right in the factory 
proper that we hold these concerts, at lunch 
time. We must concentrate much in very little 
time. The men come in, finishing their Innches, 
munching pies, epples, sandwiches. They've 
come to realize that only thirty-five minutes. 
or forty at the outside, are allowed them, for 
sharply st 12:55 the blast shrieks, tho Caruso 
himself were singing in his million-dollar voice. 

“They stand around the ‘platform.’ They are 
in overalls; they are thinking of their individual 
grievances. ambitions, @esires, pains, pleasures. 
Be assured of that. They always are. and if 
they weren't we'd all need to wake them up. 


“I present some soft music, of che very finest 
character, music of tender, melting notes; violin 
music—the most melodic, beautiful compositions 
that could be used in the finest concerts; songs 
of our best composers, numbers from the operas, 
heart songs and songs of inspiration. The 
*cello croons a plea from out its deep soul; it 
melts all who hear. 

“You should watch the faces. How they 
change! The listeners are all unconscious of 
anything except the fact that they are enjoying 
the concert, enjoying it to the full. But much, 
much more is doing on inside of them. Eyes 
take on a faraway expression, heads droop, fists 
unelincn, hard faces soften; you can teil that 
everybody % relaxed. Men perched up high {tn 
the rafters Me on their stomachs, eyes closed, 
listening as if in fear they might miss @ note. 
Girls from the offices have slipved in to have a 
giggle, and stand there transfixed. 

“The whistle shrieks. They start as if from a 
dream, They are pulled down from the clouds. 
Off they run to their places. 

“One man stops to shake my hand. ‘You 
don’t know how much this means to me, mister; 
how fine it makes me feel.’ 

“Another says: ‘Well, would you believe I 
Was going home, couldn’t keep up any longer, 
but I’m going back to work. I’m feeling a lot 


better, and because every man ig needed now I 
think I can stick it out.’ 

“ Say, I don’t know anything about music, 
sir,” another confesses, ‘but there’s something 
in it that gets inside of you, isn’t there, and 
kind of makes you feel better?’ 

“But is there any effect on their work? I 
asked. 


»” answered the shop foreman. 
‘All the afternoon they'll be humming and sing- 
ing at their jobs. Fewer grouches, fewer cranks 
—they’ll stick closer to their work. When they 
go home, many of them'll talk the music over 
with their families. That gives them some- 
thing nice to think and talk about. I know I 
myself feel a whole lot better after these con- 
certs. I’m less likely to be finicky and grouchy 
with my men.’ 

“Properly administered, music is the greatest 
tonic in the world. As you listen to it, if 
you're only halfway natural and normal, you 
are affected by it. Cold, hot, calm, rough, ten- 
der, hopeful, tragic, melancholy, enthusiastic— 
all emotions are expressed and created by music. 
We are just coming to realize the powers of 
this natural, Godgiven force, equally powerful 
and eloquent to all races, in all nations, irre- 
spective of language, religion, color, or financial 
condition. Music is the one big language of all 
people, the great socializer and democratizer. 
It can take an organization of varying casts 
and nationalities, and furnish a common meet- 
ing ground.” 

The object in writing this article has been to 
bring home the obvious truths that it contains. 
Its lessons must be learned if we expect to be- 
come a serious factor in this great music age. 
Forget all that seems personal, and study what 
these incidents hold out for us in the way of in- 
spiration and urge. We are simply making mu- 
sical history, and those who are capable of en- 
gaging in this work should put forth their great- 
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ers, all have to offer 
and understanding that will meet their needs 
for a musical expression of their hopes and as- 
Pirations, their joys and their sorrows,

You have noticed we have been stamping 
your mail with a rubber stamp, ‘‘Lyceum Mail.’ 
For years our summer workers have asked reg- 
ularly for their mai! as “Chautauqua Mail,’’ and 
the local postmasters have been classifying it as 
such. Consequently such mail was rarely lost. 
We are doing our part in now trying to get 
the postmasters into the habit of thinking “‘ly- 
ceum mail” just as regularly as they thought 
“chautanqua mail.” You all can help if you 
will ask for ‘lyceum mail’? when inquiring for 
your mail.

Argues That Exclusive Numbers Get 
You More ) Than Gags 


Philip J. Lewis, anther, i lyricist and composer, 
avoids any mental bias due to these activities 
end argues from the standpoint of his experi- 
ence 4s a performer in saying: 

“While it is true that a well-constructed, 
timely and original act is of great importance 
to the vaudeville artists, it is my humble 
opinion that the good, exclusive number ig of 
Puume value to h.s success, 

“Good patter, monologs, gags, and so on, may 
cause outbursts ef laughter, but these are seldom 
accompanied by applause until the artist leaves 
the stage, 

“Artists, haven't you found it true that good, 
exclusive numbers not only get laughs, but in 
add:tion wi:l being more applause than any 
number of sure-fire gags? 

“The Eva. Tanguays, Irene Franklins, Wilkie 
Bards, Alice Lloyds and George Lashwoods owe 
their success and popularity not to the spoken 
word, but to their exclusive songs. 

“Who does not remember ‘Waiting at the 
Church’ and ‘I Don’t Care’? Titles become house- 
hold words; by them an artist is remembered 
long after retirement from the stage, 

“An artist need not necessarily be a singer to 
put over a good, novel number. Ralph Herz is 
not a singer, but he knocks them off the seats 
whea he delivers a philosophical number. 

“Altho Jimmy Hussey is no longer doing hie 
double act, Harlem theatergoers are still talking 
about his five great exclusive numbers. Bert 
‘lanlon, with a fair voice and a great delivery, 
puts his numbers acrosg to big results at every 
performance, 

“The vaude-author is certain that the act is 
the thing. The lyricists and composers are 
equally positive that the song is the thing that 
makes ortreags an act. 

“I do not think that the performer under- 
estimates the intelligence of his audiences. He 
travels about the country and comes into direct 
contact with his audiences. He knows their 
rsychology as well as, if not better than, the 
writer of acts. The writer remains at his office 
or home and turns out material that may serve 
well in the environment in which he lives and 
writes, but material that may not come up toa 
the expectations or meet the tastes of the out- 
of-town theatergoer, 

“The Palace Theater is usually his criterion. 
This is one reason ~'y artists playing the 
emaller circuits find it hard to get a vehicle 
that will go over. The artist knows that if his 
act does not create a near-riot on the small time 
he will never reach the Palace, 

“And what will suit the Palace may not 
strike them in a small town. What goes big 
in Boston may flop in Providence. Therein lies 
the rub for the spoken word,

“The artist playing big time has advantages, 
in packed houses, two shows a day only, letting 
him give his best without weariness, and, most 
important of all, he works to an intelligent 
audience, 

“I firmly believe that good exclusive numbers 
will overcome this handicap for the small timer. 
A song will go over in any house if it possesses 
the least bit of merit. When an artist finds 
that some of his material is slowing up the act 
let him eliminate it, if it does not affect 
the story, and interpolate a good, fresh, strong 
exclusive number or so, and he will have found 
a remedy for his trouble. 

“This brings me to published numbers, 

“Experience in all lines of the theatrical 
business has taught me that often published 
songs are a hindrance rather than a help to the 
artist, 

“How many times have you gone into a house 
and found that the published numbers you were 
using had been worked to death there? On how 
many occasions were two or more acts clamor- 
ing at rehearsal to use the same song? 

*‘Ponular numbers are exploited for commer- 
cial reasons, therefore they have a short ex- 
istence in the public memory, as a general rule. 
This means that you are continually rehearsing 
and changing. 

“Not so with an exclusive number, It is of- 
ten good for years. It saves you lots of 
trouble and loss of time in shifting and trying 
out new published songs.”* 


THE KEEPER ADDS 


In the above article Mr. Lewis is not taking 
a slam at the writer of the spoken word. Mr. 
Lewis recognizes that his argument has nothing 
to do with the playlet, the skit, or other 
forms of straight dialog material. 

His aim, the Corner Keeper feels sure, is to 
bring into the light some facts gained by expe- 
Tience, not in a quarrelsome, prize-ring style, 
but in line with the get-together spirit that we 
are always using as our own gagline, 

What has the artist who used material of 
either the spoken or the number type to say 
on this subject? 

When everybody comes out and exchanges 
opinions we will get going strong on the idea 
of making this Corner a really useful place for 
everybody. 


CLUB IDEA DROWSY 


Quite a lot of folks have written that they 
are strong for a Corner Club, but they have 
not said how it can be a Real Club—a good fel- 
lows’ meeting place, which can be national— 
or worldwide (we are ambitious for the crea- 
tive field) in its membership and appeal, and 
yet local in its gatherings. That it should be 
a club without the envies and politics which 
have blackeyed so many organizations, all agree, 
Several argue for a really get-together club in 
localitiss where enough writers can be found to 
justify occasional meetings. Some want dues 
and some do not. 

As soon as you get a club with dues, some- 
body has 0 be the treasurer, somebody must be 
president, and so on—bling!—the politics are in 
full swing, the factions are working, the jeal- 
ousies and covetous hankerings begin to sour 
the milk of human kindliness. 

If you don’t have dues, how’ll the thing keep 
going? Can a club be run in a place big 
enough to furnish a gathering of writers if no 
officers or dues are required? 

Can such a club be inclusive in appeal so that 
the vaudeville writer, the player, the songster, 
the musical composer and even the musical di- 
rector, the burlesque writer and player, the pic- 
ture planner, actor, director and—yes, we dare 
say it—even the ‘“‘boss’’ can come in without 
being slammed, and find good will, good cheer, 
good and inspiring chatter on topics alternately 


_of general and of individual interest? 


If that can be accomplished, believe us, folks, 
that kind of club would certainly get some- 
where. 

Here’s a chance for the really creative mind 
to work out a plan, simple and direct, practical 
and workable, 


Otherwise—no club! 

Why start along old lines and languish? 

Anyone who can get the right dope on this 
thing will go down in history as a really cre- 
ative benefactor to the whole get-together 
epirit that is gaining strength in America, day 
by day, Go to it!

New Theaters 


Walt Billings, manager of the American thea- 
ter at Enid, Ok., bas commenced work on his 
new theater at Enid. 

W. G. Runyon, manager of the Gem ‘Theater 
at Hominy, Ok., is erecting a new theater in 
_ city, to accommodate tab shows and pic- 
ures. 

Proposals are being received in connection with 
the new theater to be built in Dallas, Tex., by 
the Interctate Amusement Circuit. Estimated 
cost, $500,000. 

Property at Sixth and Main streets, Evans- 
ville, Ind., has been purchased by F. H. Grune- 
berg.

We have just received word that Fort Dodge 
is already at work on plays for holding a big 
Frontier Day Celebration and Cowboy Contest 
in 1920, They propose to hold a real one. 


G. M. Sparkes, secretary of the Prescott 
(Ariz.) Frontier Days, writes as follows: ‘‘Re- 
plying to the request that appeared on page 
56 of your issue ef December 6, regarding the 
records made any place as to steer roping, we 
take pleasure in submitting the following in- 
formation: At our contest, held here in Prescott 
July 2-5, 1919, the steer roping purse totaled 
$1375, divided as follows: First, $500; second, 
250; third, $200; fourth, $100; fifth, $50; sixth, 
$25. In addition the following day moneys were 
awarded: First day, $100; second day, $100; 
third day, $0. W. H. Garrett of Hackberry, 
Ariz,, made the record time on one steer, this 
being 7 3-45 seconds. Clay McGonagil, of Globe, 
Ariz., won the first prize of $500, roping three 
steers in 20 3-5 seconds, making an average of 
10 1-5 seconds per steer. The first steer he 
ropeé in 9 ds, the d in 12 8-5 seconds 
and the third in 9 seconds. We can not give 
you the record on the best average time on 
five steers, as the contestants were only re- 
quired to rop three steers at this contest,” 

(We are thankful to Secretary Sparkes for 
the prompt, courteous and concise reply to the 
inquiry that appeared, but beg to advise that 
what was wanted was the record and time made 
on steers that had been roped and tied, catch- 
as-catch-can. The times mentioned above, as 
made at Prescott, were simply catching the 
steer, not throwing and tying it. According to 
the rules at Prescott, where it was just to 
catch the steer and not throw it, we are in- 
clined to believe that the above times made 
constitutes a record for that particular style of 
steer-roping.—ROWDY WADDY.)

Also the reputation of the whole contest game 
is at stake, and this next season will be a very 
critical one in matters that affect the bread 
and butter of the contestants themeelves, and 
old and newly established annual contests of 
cowboy sports. We had better think these 
things over and act before it is too late. I am 
not much of a hand to butt in on this sort of 
thing, and there is going ts be a lot of work 
and grief attached to it, and it will also take 
some money. So think the matter over, and IT

“The foliowing are a few of the most !mpor- 
tant points to be considered: An asgocirtion tnat 
will do the game any f¢> d must be participated 
in both by the contest managements og well 
as contestants. Some of te old, established 
contests, ag well as some of the new ones, have 
become crooked. One of the most prevatlnag 
evils—something I never did in my Hfe—is tne 
guaranteeing to certain of the more proficient 
contestants a certain smount of money, by the 
managements, to be sure of their being present, 
and then appointirig a set of judges to see that 
they get it, thereby making it impossible for 
@ boy who may outpoint them in every respect 


to win a dime. Last season there were more 
than one hundred contests of this nature staged 
in the United States and Canada. 

“It will be readily understood that the most 
Important thing to the contestants is the fact 
that the prize money is up in the bank or in 
such a shape that it can be paid to the win- 
ners whether the gate rece’pts come up to ex- 
Pectations or not. In other words, g mbling 
on the gate receipts for the purses and other 
expenves is bad business, and every bloomer 
that faile to pay off hurts the game very badly. 
‘Lhe association, in order to protect the game as 
well as the con‘estants, should invest'zate all 
contests when a. vertised and see whether or not 
the prize money le in shxpe to be paid, and if 
not afvise all contestants of that fact. Next 
in importance is the a; -ointing of judges who 
are capable and compete..t and who will be fair, 
play no favorites and who will not sell out for 
a portion of the winnings. 

“A basis can be worked ont whereby the 
association con'd retain several different sets of 
official judres to be paid by the association for 
the foll seasen's work, and all contests wishing 
to be recognize! by the association aa an of- 
Acial contest must be jodged by a set of official 
judges, just as the umpire in baseball. The 
judges should be paid a eulary sufficient so that 
they will not have to be crooked to ‘get by.’

LATE RULING ON ADMISSION TAX 


Some misunderstanding as to the tax on ad- 
missions to skating rinks seems to still exist, 
The latest act relating to rink admission tax 
Was passed November 15. It provides, among 
other things, that where bona fide separate 
charges are made for admission to the skating 
rink, skating surface and for rental of skates, 
and persons using their own skates are required 
to pay only the first two charges, the tax at- 
taches only with reepect to the admission 
charge. For example, where 10 cents is charged 
for admission to the rink, 10 cents:for admission 
to the skating surface and 30 cents for skete 
rental, tax would not attach to the skate rental 
charge. The separate charge for rental of 
tkates will be regarded as bona fide only when 
it does not exceed the amount of the charges for 
admission te the ring and the skating surface. 

Where no charge is made for admission to the 
skating rink and single charge covers rental of 
skates and admission to the skating surface, tax 
Attaches to the entire amount of this charge. 

Whether a charge is made for admission to 
the rink or not, where persons using their own 
skates are required to pay more than the charge 
for admission to the skating surface, or more 
then the charge made for the rental of skates 
*.7 admission to the skating surface, the charge 
jade to persons using their own skates is the 
established price for admission to the skating 
surface, and tax on the amount of this charge

should bear to the amounts of the parses should 
be taken up, and it might be that a portion of 
the entrance fees charged the contestants could 
be paid on the expenses of the judges at that 
particular contest. Today the world’s champ‘on- 
ship is a joke, as some half dozen different con- 
tests advertise the ‘champion of the world’ with 
their money, turning out some half 
dozen different world’s champions in each event 
at their various contests. It makes the thing 
a joke from a sporting potnt of view; suppose 
there were that many Jack Dempseys? Some of 
these contests, coming off on conflicting dates, 
are so close together that it would be impos- 
sible for a contestant to defend his title at all 
of them at once. There should be only one rec- 
ognized world’s championship contest held each 
year, and at that one it shonld be decided 
jointly by the association and representatives 
of the various official contests, and by the con- 
testants themselves, where the official world’s 
championship contest should be held the follow- 
ing year. 

“All other contests held that year would have 
to content themselves with crowning champions 
of their own individual contests only. These 
things and many others of minor importance 
could be taken up and remedied by such an or- 
ganization, and this great sport, which is fast 
becoming the ,most popular sport in America, 
would soon be on a basis that could be under- 
stood, respested and appreciated by all. 

“Now, I want all the folks in the game to 
realize that I am not dolng this with my eyes 
shut, and it is only after a great deal of thought 
that I venture to spring this. I am not one of 
those ‘wise birds,’ as I make lets of mistakes 
and learn something every minute. I am not 
doing this for any notoriety, and I think too 
much of my reputation and my many friends 


in the game to start any cheap, petit larceny 
arguments. And I am not going to start any- 
thing until I hear from most of the ontfit,

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MICHIGAN 
Makes Wonderful Record 


Net Profit of State Fair in 1919 


Nearly $100,000—Dickin- 
son Engaged for 
Five Years 


Detroit, Dec. 27.—State and county fairs thru- 
out the country show, by their annual reports, 
that the 1919 season surpasesd all previous 
records in the history of these expositions. 
Receipts, disbursements and profits are running 
from fifty to one hundred per cent greater than 
former banner years, and the impetus attained 
by the fairs of America during the past year 
promises to carry them into greater prominence 
and influence during the coming season, 

Outstanding among the annual reporte which 
have been made is that of the Michigan State 
Fair. At a meeting of the directors in Detroit 
last week G. W. Dickinson, secretary-mauager, 
exploded a bomb when he announced that the 
net profits for 1919 totaled nearly $100,000, 
which, according to the constitution of the 
society, must be used for the wpbuilding of the 
property and payment of additional premiums. 
There is no question that this is one of the 
most remarkable financial showings of any fair 
in the country, and it is the largest net profit 
ever shown by a fair working under conditions 
similar to those of the Michigan institution. 

Michigan is one of the few States with large 
State fairs which does not give substantial 
financial help to its fair. While the Michican 
State Fair is a nonprofit-sharing institution, 
chartered by a special enactment of the Legis- 
lature and fundamentally under State control, 
the State does not make any appropriation 
towards the maintenance of the fair. In order 
to secure its present accommodations the fair 
association was forced to issue a large amount 
of bonds. While this issue has been cut down 
from year to year, during the past seven years, 
still the annual interest charge is large. 

The State Fair Association takes care of all 
this interest, maintenance of grounds, con- 
struction and improvements, cost of staging the 
fair and the payment of $75,000 in cash premi- 
ums. Despite this enormous handicap, which 
other large fairs do not suffer on account of re- 
ceiving State assistance, the Michigan State 
Pair shows a net profit for 1919 of $100,000. 

During the past seven years this exposition 
has been forging ahead with wonderful strides. 
It was at that time that Mr. Dickinson took the 
position of secretary-manager. The year pre- 
ceding his incumbency the fair lost $11,500. 
During the seven years preceding his reign the 
exposition lost $63,000. During his term of 

ice the association has cleared over $252,000. 
Each year it has been growing in size and im- 
portance, until in 1919 it was recognized as one 
of the greatest fairs ever staged in America. 
During the ten days nearly 1,000,000 visitors 
entered the grounds, and the concessionaires 
reaped a harvest. 

Directors of the fair association have become 
So enthusiastic over Mr. Dickinson as_ their 
executive officer that during their annual meet- 
ing they insisted he sign a contract to stay 
with the institution for the coming five years.

At the annual meeting of the International 
Association of Fairs and Expositions, held in 
Chicago early in December, the Michigan man 
was elected president of the organization. He 
is president of the International Motor Contest 
Association, secretary of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural Fair Commission and the leader of the 
State association of fairs. 

The 1920 exposition, to be held at Detroit 
September 3-12, Mr. Dickinson announces, will 
surpass the recent exhibition. Believing that 
the people of Michigan are demanding a greater 
and more comprehensive institution, the secre- 
tary-manager is planning for colossal expansion, 
Additional buildings are to be erected in order 
to take eare of the exhibitors, many of whom

$176,000 


Toronto, Can., Dec. 27.—At the final meeting 
of the Executive Committee of the Canadian 
National Exhibition for the year the financial 
report for the year, presented by Treasurer FP. 

Brentnall, showed record receipts in every 
department, not one section failing to refiect 
the biggest revenue in the history of the or- 
ganization. 

The city’s share of the receipts from the 1919 
exhibition amounts to $175,007.49. Last year 
the exhibition gave the city $90,000, making a 
total for the two years, during which T. A. 
Russell has been president and John G. Kent, 
general manager, of $265,000, which is equal 
to the combined total for the previous six years, 
All of the expenses of Exhibition Park for the 
entire twelve months are charged up against the 
exhibition by the city and the check given Mayor 
Church not only covers this amount, but Icaves a 
clear margin of $32,000, after caring for every- 
thing chargeable to the grounds, including ap 
unusual charge of $20,000 for insurance account. 

“We confidently believe this marks a coming 
of a period when the exhibition will be thoroly 


self-sustaining,’ said General Manager Kent. 
“This has been the aim of our directors for 
years and we are hoping we are approaching 
the point where that vision may be translated 
into a definite and permanent policy.’’ 

For the coming, year it is planned to ine. 
@ugurate a space charge for exhibitors, to be 
equitably distributed and based upon the cost 
of buildings in such a way that it will recoup 
the city for capital expenditures after a certain 
number of years. The success of the new plan 
will depend upon whether the Arena by-law is 
adopted on New Year’s Day, enabling the asso- 
ciation to erect a new exhibition building.

North Bergen, N. J., Dee. 27.—One of the 
biggest enterprises of its kind ever undertaken 
in the Fastern States is now under way here, 
This is the Columbia Amusement Park, which, 
it is eald, will be one of the finest in this sec- 
tion.

RUTH LAW IN CHICAGO 


Famous Aviatrix Established Speed 
Record in France 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—Ruth Law, famous woman 
aviator, arrived in Chicago Wednesday from 
France, where she broke the world’s speed 
record three weeks ago—i19S miles an hour— 
in a new Spad plane carrying a 300-horse 
power motor. Miss Law performed this feat 
near Bue, France. The machine in question, 
she said, is intended only for long, cross coun- 
try flights and not for exhibition purposes, its 
terrific speed precluding is use for exhibition 
work. Miss Law told The Billboard that she 
will use a Soad plane in case the proposed 
around-the-world Derby takes place this com- 
ing summer. The famous American aviatrix 
was entertained at the Grand Hotel, Paris, at 
a banquet given in her honor by leading aero- 
nautical exponents of that country. When asked 
about her plans for the coming season Miss 
Law said: 

“There is no hurry. ‘Besides there is such 
a swelling volume of talk going the rounds 
about what feat this person or that is going to 
perform with airplanes the coming season—the 
most of which is -wildly tmpossible—that I 
shall wait till the dreamers get thru 
their moonshine and when I get good and ready 
I will talk straight*business as usual.”’

T RGANIZE MISSISSIPPI 
vo VALLEY AVIATION CLUBS 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—Middle Western States 
will unite in the greatest progressive ‘‘boom” 
in aviation when Governors and their represen- 
tatives from twenty-two States meet in Chi- 
cago January 12-13 to organize the Mississippi 
Valley Aviation Clubs Association. The Mayors 
of more than 200 cities also have responded to 
the invitation, promising to co-operate in every 
way to further the association's aims, 

The occasion is to be t'eefirst Aeronautical 
Show ever held in the West. This display of 
1920 designs in aircraft opens at the Coliseum 
January 8 and continues until January 15. New 
models will be shown by every manufacturer, 
and the entire progress of the science of flying 
will be related by the various exhibitions. 

Of chief interest to Middle Western States 
eager about aviation will be the gathering of 
the State and municip.l representatives as 
guests of fthe- Aviation Club of Ghicago. Plans 
for aerial mail routes, control stations, landing 
fields, and all various problems vital to the 
airman will be considered. Prig. Gen. Mitchell, 
with Otto Praeger, Assistant Postmaster, di- 
recting aerial mail, and distinguished ‘‘aces’’ 
have already agreed to address the meeting, 
which promises to accomplish more for com- 
mercial and pleasure flying than any thus far 
held in this country. 


THE CURTISS EXPEDITION 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 27.—Making a total 
number of 349 successful flights and carrying 
almost a thonsand passengers was the unique 
record of the Curtiss expedition to Washington 
recently. The Curtiss Eagle, the new eight- 
passenver limousine machine, made a total of 
eighty-two flights during the ten-day trip, car- 
rying 476 passengers, while the three Curtiss 
Orioles made 267 flights and carried 739 pas- 
sengers. 

This expedition, the first of its kind ever 
attempted by any airplane company in the 
world, was taken for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing two of the new ty>es of commercial planes 
ceveloped by the Curtiss Airplane and Motor 
Corporation during the present year, and also 
as an educational campaign to show the posst- 
bilities of flying. 

The Eagle, the first tri-motored land machine 
built in America, was piloted by Bert Acosta, 
one of the pioneer pilots, while the Orioles 
were piloted by J. A. Morrell, formerly of the 
Royal Air Force; Paul F. Collins and William 
H. McMullen, formerly of the U. 8. Air Service, 
Capt. Morrell established a record for the 
largest number of flights by making a total of 
forty-five flights, carrying more than fifty people 
in one day. 


ORDINANCE GOVERNING FLYING 


Newark, N. J., Dec. 27.—An ordinance for the 
control of all aircraft flying over Newark has 


been presented to the City Commission, It 
restricts the ‘“‘use of airplanes, flying machines, 
dallooms and all other apparatus used for the 


purpose of navigating the air.” It makes 
flying unlawful at a height of less than 4,000 
feet over the city. 

All aviators flying over Newark must be li- 
censed by the United States Government, and 
none will be permitted to fly over the center of 
the city. Aircraft must not drop any ¢articles. 

Machines must h2ve lichts fore and aft at 
night, and they must car-y maps of their route, 
with a compass and landing flares. The per- 
mission of the Department of Public Safety 
must be obtained tor all exhibition flights.

Defends Mcdern Motion Picture 


Sydney Cohen, President of New York Siate League 
of Motion Picture Exhibitors, Writes Complete 
Refutation of Unwarranted Newspaper 
Attack on Exhititors 


A New York newspaper recently published an 
editorial containing a most vicious at..ck on 
the motion picture, and more particula.iy on 
the motion picture theater owners. [’resident 
Sydney Cohea, of the New York State League 
of Moiion Pictuze Exhibitors, received dozens 
of letters fom New York City exuilitors, 
urging«him to take notice of this unwarrantel 
attack on the exhibitors and make a suitable 
rep.y. President Cohen thereupon decided to 
write a letter to the editor of the paper in 
refutation of many ef the statements ani in- 
sinuations contained tiucrein. The eclisr of 
the publication has so far seen fit to with- 


hoid the letter from publication, believing, evi-- 


dently, that there cgn not be any otuer side 
to this question than his own, The letter 
penned by Mr, Cohen reads as follows: 
Editor The Globe, : 

75 Day street, New York City: 

Tear Or—As the president of the Motion 
ture. Exhibitors’ League of New York State 
ond on behalf of the fifteen hundred screen own- 
vrs of New York State, I desire to reply to 
cett.im s.atemeats and insinuations contained 
iu an editorial article printed in your issue 
of December 8. * 

In the course of that article you say that 
ia spice of sme techulccl improvement “‘the 
intellectual level of the picture has remained 
about the same.” You then go on to say: 
“Drop into any theater any day and you are 
apt to find turgid emotion, sickly sentiment, 
@ pompous and pathe.ic lack of humor, and a 
fixed idea that vi.leace and action are identi- 
cal, The reason for this lack of improvement 
is obvious; pictures are made not to suit pub- 
lic taste, but the taste of exhibitors. The 
latter will rent only those films which they 
regard as ‘:ure fie.’ And, being human, they 
are likely to select pictures they themselves 
enjoy.”” Permit me to say that any exhib- 
itor who will allow himself to be governed by 
his own taste (good, bad or indifferent) in 
the selection of his programs, irrespective ‘of 
the desires and demands of his patrons will 
not stay in business long. The admissions are 
paid not by the exhibitor, but by the public. 
There igs no form of amusement which is more 
keenly responsive to the public taste and. sen- 
timent than the motion picture. The screen is 
the most faithful reflection of the taste, the 
intelligence, the sentiments, and both the 
ethical and aethetical standards of the Ameri- 
can public. 

As an exhibitor of many yeare standing and 
consulting with mg brother exhibitors, who 
believe your article to be both unfair and un- 
intelligent, I am prepared to say that the 
American public has good, clean tastes, that 
it always prefers the wholesome, that it in- 
sists on Cacency, that it loves optimism, that 
it enjoys good, rollicking comedy, that it is 
intensely interested in all the great problems 
of the day and thoroly appreciates the treat- 
ment of creat themes dealing with present- 
day questions in a skillful, dramatic manner. 

No doubt there are inferior picures, just 
as there are inferior books and inferior news- 
papers. No doubt there are some exhibitors 
who are not fully alive to the possibilities and 
responsibility of their calling, just as there 
are undoubtedly some editors who are out of 
touch with their own reoders and who fre- 
quently mistake their own preconceived no- 
tiong for an expression of sound, genuine pub- 
lic sentiment. 


Let’s be fair and judge the motion picture 
screen by fact and figures. I am willing to 


* accept your challenge and step into any thea- 


ter any day. Take, for instance, the big mo- 
tion picture theaters cn Broadway. If you 
desire {t, I will make a list of all the features 
that have been running during the year now 
coming to 2 c'nse at the Strand, Rialto. Rivoli 
and Capitel theaters. and you will find that, 
almost without exception, the themes of the 


verious features have been aelected from} 
classic and standard fiction, American, French, 
Ii.ii.a, Corman, Spanish, etc. 

There is one statement in your editorial 
which I can not overlook. You say ‘“‘just be- 
cause part of our public is at the intellectual 
level of European peasant stock, from which

THE EDITOR’S SAY 


ON THE DOINGS OF THE DAY 


THB “ARGUMENTUM FISTICUM" 
We often hear of quarrels and dis- 
sension among exhibitors, but as far 
as we know none has ever fought 
fistically at such formal social func- 
tions as banquets or in the publicity 
of the hotel lobby. On the other hand our 
friends, the producers, directors, pub- 
licity agents and film magnates gener- 
ally, have frequently sought to drive 
home their points by the irresistible 
logic of the clenched fist. The notable 
combat between Bill Brady and Herb 
Brenon on the occasion of a harmony 
banquet is part of kinematographic 
history, tho no camera record has been 
made of it. The latest set-to occurred 
in the dining room of a prominent New 
York hotel, where film magnates 
gather and watch each other eat. The 
combatants were Harry Reichenbach, 
the reincarnation of Louis Quatorze, 
and a young scion of the house of 
Selznick. From authentic reports it 
would seem that no decision was won 
and that the merits of the mill were 
much obscured by outside and inside 
interference. No ambulances were re- 
quired at the end of the contest. 


A COMPLIMENT TO THE INDUS- 
TRY, NOT TO ANY INDIVIDUAL 


The Government of the United 
States has paid a great compliment to 
the motion picture screen as a most 
effective medium of promoting the 
work of Americanization among for- 
eigners. THE BILLBOARD is in live- 
liest sympathy with the idea that a 


little old-fashioned Americanism will. 
go farthest in allaying unrest and en- - 


lightening the ignorant. With all its 
faults this Government is the best in 
the world. It realizes better than any 
other that we know of that “the Re- 
public is Opportunity.” The poorest 
emigrant has the opportunity not only 
to better his material condition, but to 
assume the responsibilities of self- 
government. There is no better me- 
dium to bring this home to the masses 
of emigrants and their immediate de- 
scendants than by showing the facts 
in motion pictures. Many of these 
emigrants from Southeastern Europe 
and other regions as well are illiterate. 
We should realize that a picture makes 
ten times the impression on an unlet- 
tered mind that it makes on ours. The 
reflective faculty of the educated is 
mostly overtrained and not as accessi- 
ble to impressions from pictures. When 
the Joint Session of the House and 
Senate Committee on Education we- 
quested the motion picture industry to 
help in upbuilding Americanism it did

Italy, of France, of Spain, of Holland anu 
of Germany. Unless I am very much mistakeu 
this stock has also furnished me world wit 
sme great editors, both here and abroad. 

Let me call your attention to the fact that 
all the masterpieces of classie literature have 
been filmed with great artistic skill. ‘Thus, 
Dante’s “Divine Comedy’? has been pdt in 
Gims with such reverent scholarship on the 
part of the directors that the King of Italy 
congratulated them on their success. Homer's 
“Odyssey”? and ‘Iliad’? have been filmed, and 
very nearly all of Shakespeare’s pievs. In 
reviling the motion picture you do not cast 
any aspersions on the exhibitors, but you 
incict that vast majority of Americans who 
visit the motion picture theaters of the coun- 
try, numbering many millions, night after 
night. 

In spite of persistent and unscrupulous agi- 
tation on the part of the professional re- 
formers, extending over a period of fifteen 
years, only four States out of forty-eight 
have adopted censorship. If you will go to the 
trouble of procuring the annual reports of 
these censorship boards in the States of Kan- 
sas, Ohio, Maryland and Pennsylvania you 
will find that, judged even by the censorious 
censor, the motion picture and the men as- 
sociated with its production and exhibition 
have no cause to be ashamed. The very men 
and women officially appointed to censor the 
pictures are giving them a clean bill of health. 

There was a time when rash, loose state- 
ments about the mofjon picture and its pro- 
ducers and exhibitors were much in vogne in 
certain sections of the daily press. A change 
has taken place. Almost without exception the 
Press of today gives the motion picture the 
same serious consideration and intelligent 
criticism that it bestows on art and the drama, 
The exhibitors today, more than ever before, 
are looking for pictures with an ennobling 
purpose running thru the entertainment. 

Today the American-made picture dominates 
the world. In Great Britain and on the conti- 
nent, even before the war, seventy-five per 
cent of every motion picture program was of 
American origin. Since the signing of the 
armistice the domination of American film 
is practically uncontested. 

I have no doubt that you want to deal fair 
with the motion picture and the men wh» 
show the motion pietures. An article so fu’! 
of baseless insinuations and loose statements 
as your recent editorial {is a great injustice. 
not so much to the motion picture, which hes 
nothing to fear from honest and sincere criti- 
cisms as to the reputation of any Journal 
that indulges in it.

This film play moves a good deal within 
the rules of straight, oldfashioned melo- 
drama, The star has some good scenes, but 
this is not her best vehiclo. Settings and 
direction leave nothing to b» desired, 


THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 
A girl, reared in the mountains of Kentucky 
and living in a solitary cabin, becomes ac- 
quainted with a man from the blue grass region 
with whom she falls in love, She leaves ber 
mountain home and gets used to more artificial 
surroundings and joins society. lier lover's 
fortunes depend on the outcome of a great horse 
race, all his money being staked on his horse, 
called “Queen Bess." The villain seeks to pre- 
vent horse from winning by making the 
jockey drunk, but at the critical moment the 
owner's sweetheart comes to the rescue and 
rides the horse to victory. After the victory 
she is made to believe that her lover intends 
to marry another girl, She is about to return 
to ber mountain home and forget her experience 
when everything is cleared up and the true 
jovers marry, 
THE ORITICAL X-RAY 
Any picture in which Anita Stewart stars and 
which Marshall Neilan directs must have enter- 
tainmment value, tho it may not be a 100 per cent 
picture. The plot of the picture ts of the old 
Kentucky feud variety, and therefore notenew. 
The race, which is won by the owner's sweet- 
heart after the jockey was found drunk just 
before the bugle sounded, is likewise an old 
prop of the melodramatic legend. The thrills 
in the ploy are all of the melodramatic order; 
there is the leap across the broken bridge, the 
rescue of the hero just as the fuse of the stick 
ef dynamite is getting ready for business; 
there is, above all things, the villain, who in 
ébis production does a fearful amount of plain 
and fancy gloating, being foiled in the end, 
according to the best melodramatic traditions. 
The action, in spite of the interspersion of 
thrills, is not any too fast, at least not until 
the very end, when it must be accelerated to be 
kent within the limits of time allowed to a 
feature.

THE CRITICAL X-RAY 

The best part of this picture, from the view- 
point of thrilling action, is the opening reel, 
depicting in graphic fashion a shipwreck in a 
heavy storm, with the survivors being taken 
ashore in the breeches-buoy.

SUNDAY OPENING FIGHT IN 
SEATTLE 


Ministers Insist on Enforcement of Old 
Laws That Had Long Fallen 
Into Disuse 


Seattle, Wash., Dec. 2%.—The agitation for 
opening the motion picture theaters on Sun- 
days in Seattle has roused fierce antagonism on 
the part of the Sabbatarian fanatics of whom 
this city has quite a few edifying samples. 
Claiming that the operation of motion picture 
shows ang theaters on Sunday is wrong and 
tends to detract services, the Rev. Charles R. 
Howard, pastor of the Corbin Park Methodist 
church and chairman of the civic righteousness 
committee of the Spokane Ministerial association, 
is lining up strong opposition to the proposed 
repeal by the city covncil of the exisiting 
Sunday closing ordinances, 

The matter is before the city council in a 
new Sunday closing ordinance, based upon the 


day amusement, and I doubt if one person in 
every four would vote to close them on that 
day. When city ordinances such as the meas- 
ers under consideration are so directly opposed 
to public sentiment they should be abolished. 
I believe it is a farce to longer keep these ordi- 
nances on the books, and I say either abolish 
or enforce them.’” 

The State law that Commissioner Tilsley 
would have passed as a city ordinamce pro- 
hibits all sorts of disturbances that might 
annoy people in the enjoyment of the right of 
public worship. The law does not call for the 
cloving of theaters unless the operation of such 
Places tends to deprive church goers of their 
rights or disturb them in the enjoyment of the 
fame, 


ALLEGED FILM THIEVES 
ARRESTED 


Representatives of the Film Theft Committee 
of the National Association of the Motion Pic- 
ture Industry arrested David Troup and Harry 
Newman, his cousin, night shipping clerks in 
Vitagraph and Universal Exchanges, charged 
with stealing film. The men were arraigned in 
the Seventh District Magistrate’s Court, New 
York. and were held, after pleading guilty, by 
Magistrate Frothingham for the grand jury. 

The arrests came as a culmination to months 
of work on the part of the Film Theft Commit- 
tee, of which H. Minot Pitman, Famous Play- 
ers-Lasky Corporation, is chairman. As long 
ago as October, Troup is alleged to have taken 
from the Universal Exchange a five-reel feature, 
called “The Trap.’? The feature was sold to a 
Mexican, whom representatives of the commit- 
tee picked up at the Mexican border with the 
film in his possession. 

W. C. Howkins, special representative for 
the Film Theft Committee, who, in conjuction 
with Detective Sergt. Thomas Brady and Officer 
George Ferguson, of the 26th Precinct, had been 
keeping a line on the progress of the stolen 
goods, traced the matter from the Border to the 
New York Exchanges, which they proceeded to 
cover in an endeavor to learn the identity of the 
thieves.

The new or- 
dinance carries a clause repealing ordinance 
No. 30, the ofdest in the city code, passed in 
1886, which prohibits alt forms of business on 
Sunday, including theaters, and excepts only 
livery stables, undertakers and drug stores, 
Ordinance A122, passed in 1891, specifically clos- 
ing theaters on Sunday, is also included in the 
repealing clause. 

The Rev. Mr. Howard is supported in his 
efforts by the ministerial association, the Rev. 
G. W. Knepper, pastor the Central Christian 
church and newly elected head of the associa- 
tion. 

Asked if the motion picture shows are op- 
posed because of being a too strong counter 
attraction to the churches on Sunday, the Rev. 
Mr. Howard said: 

“IT am ready to admit that this fis a fact 
The shows are a counter attraction to church 
service on Sunday and should not be permitted. 
For some time we have been trying to get some 
ordinance passed for closing the theaters on 
Sunday, wholly in ignorance of the fact that 
a stropg ordinance is already on the city 
statute books. Hence we are opposed to the 
repeal of this ordinance and believe that in- 
stead of its repeal it should be enforced. This 
matter came up unexpectedly and it was not 
until a day or so ago that we learned of what 
was om foot at the city hall.’ 


Theater managers, aroused by the threats of 
the ministers to invoke Sunday closing, are 
taking steps to have their side of the case 
presented to the city council. They believe 
that it is unfair to maintain an antiquated 
ordinance on the beoks to be used against them 
at some future date by hostile persons or of- 
ficlals, and will agk the city council to carry 
out the repeal. 

Thagposition of Commissioner Tilsley fs thus 
eet forth, “These ordinances have been on the 
statute books for from 20 to 33 years without 
being enforced, and it ts high time that they 
either be wiped out or lived up to. Personally 
I am opposed to closing the theaters on Sun- 
day, much as T gistike to differ with my minie- 
terial friends. The motion picture shows and 
thoater is the workingman’s chief place-of Sun- 


Whether they took a leaf from the plot of 
“The Trap’? was not divulged, but anyway they 
set one a perfectly good snare and succeeded in 
entangling Troup, when last Sunday night he 
took two packages, containing fourteen reels of 
the Vitagraph serial, ‘“‘A Man of Might.’””

Monday night the remaining six- 
teen reels of the Vitagraph serial were taken, 
and, after a taxicab chase of several blocks, 
both Newman and Troup were arrested by the 
officers, with the goods in their possession. Both 
subsequently, confessed before William Wright, 
of Vitagraph, a member of the Film Theft Com- 
mittee, and later in the Magistrate’s Court. 

The fact that the Mexican go-between was 
arrested at the Border is proof that the activi- 
ties of the Film Theft Committee extend to 
whatever locality the trail may lead. Since the 
committee has the unqualified backing of the 
National Association in its endeavors to stamp 
out the traffic in stolen films, it has announced 
that it will stop at no effort or expense to ac- 
complish its purpose.

Don’t let us get that germ 
into our Sunday services,” Several spoke in 
favor of the pictures, stating that a good edu- 
cational on any week night would go a long 
way in keeping the younger member of the 
church interested, 


THE SCREEN AS A LIFE SAVER 
Visual Lessons To Diminish Auto Ac- 


cidents and Inculcate Greater 
Care 


More lives were snuffed out as 2 result of 
automobile accidents in New York State this 
year than in the last seven years of war and 
banditry in Mexico, Moreover, this death rate 
is greatest in greater New York and amongst 
children. 

This is the essence of a statement made 
by Secretary of State Francis M. Hugo on the 
eve of a State-wide safety first movement to 
educate the children of the city’s streets as to 
the dangers of the automobile, thru propaganda 
and motion pictures. 

This campaign will reach its climax when 
the doors of the Capitol Theater are turned 
open to five thousand selected school children 
January 10. ‘These children will be addressed 
by Secretary Hugo, and, it is expected by Ex- 
President William H. Taft, Thomas A. Edi- 
son, Superintendent of Schools William L. 
Ettinger, Miss Patty Hill of Columbia Uni- 
versity and others, and will see a film in which 
the danger of carelessness in the streets is 
emphasized.
